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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGIOAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF OOTOBER 1900. : 


xx chief features of the weather during October were— 


(1) Cold season pressure conditions having appeared earlier than usual, the month was 
cooler and drier than in average years. : 

(2) Two disturbances ocourred during the month. The first of these moved north-west- 
ward into the north-west angle of the Bay, aud, after crossing Orissa, recurved and caused 
cloudy showery weather in the western districts between the 6th and 12th. While the 
central area was approaching and passing over Orissa, heavy rain fell in that area, and it is 
owing to these heavy falls that Orissa is the only division which received more than the 
normal amount during the month. ‘The seoond depression entered the Bay from the east 
about the 20th and developed into one of considerable depth while crossing the Bay towards 
the Madras coast, which it crossed on the 24th. ‘The influence of this disturbance was much 
less marked over the Province, but it caused fairly general rainfall in Orissa and Lower 
Bengal in the early part of the fourth week ‘ 

The rain which then fell was most general in East Bengal, with the exception of Dacoa 
and Mymensingh, which were almost entirely rainless. 

(3, Owing to the continued absenco of rainfall in the eastern districts and over a great 

art of Assam, judging by tho rainfall at Sibsagar, Dhubri and Silchar, falls were much 

below the normal over a great at of that area. Silchar received one-eighth of the usual 
amount, Dhubri less than one-half, but at Sibsagar there was considerable excess. North 
Bengal recived on an average 1°52 inches as compared with a normal of 428 and East 
Bengal 2:18 as compared with 5°45 inches. 


At other times, that is with the exception of the two periods of disturbed weather 
referred to above, the pressure distribution was of the cold scason type over the Province 
and in the north of the Bay, but towards the south it was lower than usual in the east of the 
Bay. In consequencé of that arrangement westerly or north-westerly winds with little or 
no cloud and comparatively low temperature provailed. This low temperature was more 
marked in the western districts, asin East and North Bengal and Assam day readings were 
considerably above the normal probably owing to the absence of cloud in the early’ part of 
the month, Mean ape temperature was low over the whole F'rovinco, but by small amounts, 
except in Bihar and North Bengal, whore there was defect of 2° to 3°, 

‘At tho beginning of the month pressure was rising in the west of the Province and 
falling in Bengal Proper and generally over the east of the Bay. The distribution of the 

revious few days had become more decided, with readings highest in the north-west and 
ont over Burma, where there was a moderate defect. The gradient from north-west to 
south-east was fairly steep as well as being unusual co early in the season, and northerly 
winds prevailed over the whole area, The mean difference from the normal varied from 
defect of 4° in the west of Bihar to excess of 3° at some of the eastern stations. The fall of 
pressure became more general on the 2ud, wind was increasing at Diamond Island, and the 
unsettled conditions had begun to move north-westward. During these early days showers 
were falling in the south of Bengal Proper, but they were generally light, the only fall of 
importance being 5 inches at Jessore on the 2nd. 


On the two following days a widespread and apparently shallow depression was ‘over the 
centre of the Bay with general cyclonic winds, which were of somo strength in the south- 
east, but there was nothing to-show that there was a’ well-defined cyclonic storm till it 
was close to the Orissa coast on the morning of the 6th. During the twonty-four hours 
preceding 8 a.m. of that date pressure fell nearly a quarter of an inch at Puri; and as there 
was a general rise, except in the aroa of disturbance, concentration was evidently proceeding. 
The greatest defect was “3 inch, so that the depression was of the kind usual in the monsoon 
season, 

In crossing Orissa the depression became diffused and partly filled up, and in the Central 
Provinces it reourved. On the morning of the 9th pressure fell slowly in the west of Bihar, 
the gradient became steeper in the western districts, and a shallow residual depression moved 
eastward across the north of the Province, ultimately disappearing on the 11th. During these 
days cloudy showery weather was more or less general over the whole Province, but with the 
rapid rise ‘of pressure “on the 11th the distribution became normal, and on the following day 
was similar to that preceding the commencement of the disturbance. Pressure 
high in the west of the Province and low over the south of Burma with northerly or north- 
westerly winds. Temperature was above the normal, except in the west of Bibar; but as 
northerly winds again mo established, the comparatively cool weather was more general. 

For a week cer to the final disappearance of the aboye disturbance, fine calm 
weathor prevailed over the whole area, and it continued practically unchanged in the north 
of the Province till the end of the month. he first signs of the second disturbance were 
very faint, and indicated the approach of a low pressure arsa from the east towards the

- goast of Tenasserim. Pressure changes were very slight, and the changes of wind direction 
‘petween the 19th and 21st were almost the only indications that a shallow depression ,had 
the south of the Bay. There was some increase of wind force at Diamond Islan 
‘ greatest average yelocity being 14 miles an hour on the 20th. ‘here were the usi 
signs of unsettled weather in the south of the Bay on the following days, and on the 23rd 
ure fell rapidly on the Madras coast. The centre of the depression crossed the coast on 
i 24th a little to the north of Madras, moving in a direction almost due west. 


The depression was of small extent, the large changes of pressure being confined to the 
Madras stations, but it caused strong winds and heavy rain as far north as Tings atam, and 
cloudy weather with light showers over a wide area, including Orissa, Lower Baa 1 and 

rakan. ‘The showers in Bengal continued till the 26th, after which fine weather becamo 
es agers ig both the Province and the Bay and continued without interruption till the end 
of month, 


Pressure was usually above the normal in Bengal and Orissa, and the only occasion 
when any considerable Variation ocourred was when tho depression was crossing Orissa 
during the seoond week. ‘The low pressure then prevailing in the south-west and afterwards 
in the west of the Province was of short duration. In consequence of the continued high 
readings, mean pressure for the month is above the normal over the whole area by amounts 
diminishing from the north towards the south. Excess is ‘05 inch in North Bengal aud 
Bihar and about °03 inch in the south of Orissa and the southern parts of Hast Bengal. 


»  Lemperature.—Owing to the northerly or north-westerly winds, temperature was low in 
the western districts; but as cloud was comparatively light in Assam and the adjacent parts 
of East and North Bengal, the days were warmer than usual at eastern stations, ‘The 
difference from the normal maximum temperature for the month varies from defect of 
8° in tho west of South Bihar to excess of 8° in East Bengal and Assam. Mean minimum 
temperature was practically normal, except in Bihar and North Bengal, where there was 
defect of 2°. In North and East Bengal and Assam the average mean excess was about 
half a degree. In South-West Bengal aud Orissa temperature was normal, and in Bihar and 
Chota Nagpur there was defect of 1°. 


Rainfall was less frequent than usual in all parts of the Province, the number of 
rainy days being below tho normal in the various divisions. There is also a considerable 
to large deficiency in the*amount, except in Orissa, where heavy rain fell on the 6th 
and 7th while the depression was crossing that area. On an average for the division 
the rainfall was 68 inches as compared with a normal of 59. In Bihar, where the rainfall 
was general and fairly heavy between the 8th and llth owing to the recurving of the 
depression, defect was only half an inch, and in Chota Nagpur it was rather more 
than one inch, but in Bengal Proper and the greater part of Assam there was a large 
deficiency. North Bengal received only 36 per cent. of the normal and Lower Bengal 
about 40 per cent. 

Showers fell in parts of Bengal Proper and Orissa in the early days of October, and 
occasionally these were heavy, as at Jessore, on the 2nd, They were only local showers such 
as ocour with the variable winds prevailing at the change of seasons. Tho other rainfall 
of the mouth was duo to the disturbances, which have been referred to above; the first 
moved north-westward and caused almost the whole rainfall of the month, General rainfall 
began in the south of the Province on the 6th and extended to the northern districts a day 
or two later. It finally ceased about the 12th. The second disturbance towards the end 
of the month gave cloudy weather over the whole Province, but only light showers fell, and 
those in the southern districts. 


The f owing table gives a comparison between the actual monthly and total rainfall 
and the normal rainfall of the province up to the end of October in the same form as has 
been employed in the previous monthly abstracts ofjthe present year. The figures represent 
the ratio of the rainfall of each month of the present year to the normal eainfall expressed 
as a percontage. ‘I'he table thus gives a condensed summary of the rainfall data of the year 
for each meteorological division. The first ten columns give tho percentage amount of 
rainfall received in each month, and the last column the percentage minfall of the whole 
period from the Ist of January to the end of October :— y
